JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


The Japan Mail of the 21st Nov. contains the following :— 

We hear that a project has been received favourably by the 
Government to grant a concession to a private corporation for 
the construction of a line of railway from Yedo into the in- 
terior. The statement requires confirmation, but may, probably, 
have given some colour to the report that the Horaisha has pur- 
chased or leased the Yokohama and Yedo line. 

We regret to learn that the arrangements of the Government 
for observing the approaching Transit advance very slowly. 
They are in possession of excellent instruments for the purpose, 
and the delay in providing the requisite buildings is matter for 
regret. The Mexican Astronomical Commission have arranged 
to take their observations from the heights above Yokohama, and 
are erecting buildings for the purpose. 

It is reported that the Horaisha Company has purchased the 
Takashima Colliery from the Imperial Government. A large 
reserve of its products is stated to be now available for sale. 

The Behar has been sold to the Kaitakushi department for 
$100,060. She has been recently surveyed and found in admir- 
able condition. 

At the 5 re) of the Mikado, Sir Harry Parkes had an au- 
dience of his Majesty on Monday last, in which he expressed his 
warm appreciation of the eminent services rendered to the coun- 
try by the British Minister in Peking, and requested Sir Harry 
Parkes to convey the expression of this feeling to Mr. Wade. 

The premises of Messrs. Macpherson and Marshal, No. 58, 
Main-street, have been purchased by the Comptoir d’Escompte 
for banking purposes.

By the Vasco de Gama, which arrived at San Francisco on 
Dec. 22, dates have been received from Yokohama to the 6th. 
This run in the winter months shows that the China Trans- 
Pacific Company did not over estimate what could be done. 
The following has been telegraphed to the New York papers :— 

An important failure has taken place in the city of Tokio. 
The firm is that of Ohno and Co. They were esteemed as 
among the wealthiest and safest financial firms in the whole 
country.

TIENTSIN. 


A letter from this port, dated 17th Nov., reports :—His Ex- 
cellencv Li Hung Chang, accompanied by all the civil and mili- 
tary otlicers at Tientsin, and escorted by a large body of military, 
repaired to a newly erected Ancestral Hall, situated about half 
a le to the north-west of the Governor-General’s Yamen, to 
formally receive a tablet bearing the name of the celebrated 
hich official Ts@ng-kwo-fan (who died a few years back at Nan- 
king, while holding the position there of Governor General of 
Keang-nan), on its being placed in the Hall. The tablets of 
Woo Tungling, lately dead, and formerly chief of the Southern 
Legion, and of a deceased officer named Yang, were at the same 
time also placed in the Ancestral Hall. 

His Excellency Sun, the Customs Taoutai, on the 12th instant, 
notitied to the Consuls that the 18th instant being the birthday 
of her Majesty the Empress Dowager (the mother of the Em- 
peror), the Customs offices would on that day be closed for public 
business. 

The steamers Chihliand Taku arrived off the Settlement, and 
are notified to leave to-morrow. The river is yet free from ice, 
but in comparison with the last three years the volume of water 
is less, and on that account it will more easily close up. The 
(Chinese think we shall have a severe winter, and J am of the 
same opinion, from an experience of thirteen years in Tientsin. 
We may consequently calculate upon ice being cheap next 
sumnier.

We hear it stated on pretty good authority, although in an 
entircly unofficial way, that the Chinese Government have lately 
given indications of their willingness to dredge the Woosung 
Bar. It is not improbable that the recent diplomatic conjune- 
ture at the capital has led to the settlement of this question also, 
but we give the report with some reserve—it is almost too good 
to be true. The difficulty which now presents itself to the official 
mind, among conflicting professional, and we may add non-pro- 
fessional, opinions, is what amount of risk and consequent re- 
sponsibilty is involved in the undertaking. The weight of 
professional as well as public opinion has always been in favour 
of dredging, however ; and if once the question escapes from the 
fetters of red tape, other obstacles will, let us hope, be got over 
with less difficulty and very much less delay.

‘In-case of litigation between foreigners, and Siamese subjects 
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pensation, he must first pay down a fee of two per cent. of the 
amount he claims, or his case will not be entertained. If the 
complaint is for a criminal offence, there shall be no fee. If 
the complainant seeks compensation, and after the trial the suit 
cannot be sustained, the complainant must pay the fee which the 
defendant paid. 

The treaty which the Siamese Embassy recently negotiated 
with the British Indian Empire at Calcutta necessitates the 
establishment of a Court in the Siamese Laosian territories for 
the adjudication of cases in which British and Siamese subjects 
are parties to a suit. His Majesty has appointed Commissioners 
and a suite of officers to accompany them, who are invested with 
judicial powers to try all such cases as they arise in the Laosian. 
territories. ‘These Commissioners are not to interfere in cases 
where only Laosians are parties to a suit. All judicial cases of 
this latter description are to be tried in purely Laosian Courts, 
by Laosian judges, and Laosian laws. The new Siamese judges 
are all salaried officers, and their instructions forbid the receiving 
of bribes in any shape from the parties to suits that may be 
brought before them, and will not allow them to engage in any 
business speculations, They must confine themselves exclusively 
to their * judicial duties. 

The Siamese Government has just issued a set of laws on the 
subject of contract with foreigners showing that the Governors 
aud rulers of States tributary 1 to Siam and of Siamese provinces 
cannot make public contracts with foreigners. Private parties 
may make personal or individual contracts. Public contracts 
cannot be made by governors of tributary States without the 
sauction and ratification of the central Government of Bangkok. 
All contracts to work forests, mines, to construct canals, to ‘work 

tisheries, revenue monopolies, plantations, or orchards, that. are 
not private property must be made with the sanction and subject 
to the ratification of the central Government at Bangkok.

Some twenty or thirty years ago a very eminent 
British firm obtained from Turkey a concession to lay down and 
work exclusively a submarine cable between two important 
points in Turkish territory, but the English Government insisted 
on the cancelling of the agreement, which the grantees strenuously 
resisted in vain. In the case of Siam a company of Europeans 
holding exclusive management of a telegraph wire would, under 
the existing treaties, be out of the Siamese jurisdiction. The 
extra- eae laos rights conceded by Siam, and the fiscal re- 
strictions imposed upon her by her agreements with Foreign 
Powers may be necessary, wise, and advantageous, but it must 
not be overlooked that if we oblige the Siamese to give up con- 
trol over foreigners resident within their own buundaries, we 
also put obvious difficulties in their way so far as regards 
granting privileges to Europeans who may wish to promote the 
construction of telegraphs, canals, railways, or other public 
works. 

A commission 1s now sitting at Bangkok to amend the native 
civil procedure, modifying their own laws on the basis of our 
own Indian Code. This afso isa very timely reform. A new 
edict on gambling has also been passed. Most of the money 
lost in the gaming-booths finds its way into Chinese purses ; 
hence, by way of encouraging a taste for this demoralising pur- 
suit, Chinamen have hitherto had a way of enticing children to 
make small stakes on the tables placed invitingly along the 
thoroughfares.

The first two of the 38-ton guns issued to the Royal Navy for service 
have been shipped at the Ruyal Arsenal, Woolwich, on board the War 
Departinent steamship Lord Panmure, fur conveyance to Portsmouth, 
whence they will be transferred to Her Majesty’s armour-plated turret- 
ship Thunderer, now fitting out at that port. [t being considered 
unwise, if not unsafe, tu trust the ordinary cranes to lift such enormous 
weights, the guns were taken down to the cast wharf of the Royal 
_ Arsenal, and successfully lifted into the vessel's hold by the great 
shears without difficulty, and they are now stowed side by side, fore 
and aft, occupying nearly the entire length of the main hold. 


The powerful iron armour-plated ship Kaiser, built for the German 
Government by Messrs. Samuda, Brothers, on the Thames, has arrived 
at Chathain Dockyard, and has been taken into the great repairing 
basin, where her bottom will be recleaned and some other work done 
to her. Captain Hassenstein, in command of the frigate, and a num- 
ber of other officers, have joined her at Chatham, and the Admiralty 
have directed that every facility is to be affurded them in entering and 
leaving the yard. 


The Admiralty have ordered that a smoke cap, by means of which a 
man may breathe when working in dense smoke or poisonous vapours, 
shall be added to the carpenter's establishment of every ship in the 
Royal Navy above a corvette, while two ure to be supplied to every 
dockyard and naval depot at home and abroad, except the depots 
where coal only is stored. The smoke cap is to be kept ready for use 
at a moment's notice. 


A circular has been sent out from Whitchall, addreasel to the mayors

bably be to-day or to-morrow. She will remain in the hands of the 
builders, Messrs. Dudgeon and Son, until her completion. 


(seorge Madin, formerly sergeant in the 33rd Foot, who served in the 
actions of Quatre Bras and Waterloo, has just died at Nottingham, at 
the advanced age of eighty-four years, The deceased was one cof the 
soldiers who were discharged when the army was reduced, and, as he 
had not completed Lis term, no pension was granted him. 


The authorities are building two more blocks of model lodgings for 
soldiers at Woolwich, representing twenty houses. Each house will con- 
tain twu rooms, and each room will be occupied by one family. The 
size of the rooms is about twelve feet by fifteen feet, and there are 
various conveniences attacehd to the blocks. 


It is announced that an official history of the Ashantee Campaign 
will be published. It is not yet finally determined to whom the task 
shall be confided, but it will probably be entrusted to two well-known 
otticers who distinguished themselves in the war. 


Major T. H. Pitt, R.A., has been selected to fill the appointment of 
one of the garrison instructors at Dublin. He served in the Crimean 
campaign from June, 1855, including the siege and fall of Sebastopul ° 
{medal with clasp, and Turkish medal). 

The demise of Colonel Milward, C.B., creates a vacancy among the 
Queen's Aides-de-Camp, besides leaving open the post of Superintendent 
vt the Royal Laboratory, Woolwich. 

The King of Portugal has paid a visit to the Channel squadron. The 
ships were dressed and the yards manned, and his Majesty was received 
with a Royal salute.

J. Suttie, has been commissioned at Sheerness for the Australian 
station. 3 
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CHINA AND JAPAN. 

A letter in the Bund, of Berlin, says that although the difficulty be- 
tween China and Japan i, settled, the Chinese Government still con- 
tinues its armaments; it never had any serious intention of making 
war on Japan, and its military preparations evidently had an entirely 
different object. Europeans are still regarded in China with unmiti- 
gated hostility, and if the Government were to forbid them access to 
the country it would at once become immensely popular with all classes 
of its subjects. The Chinese who are well disposed towards foreigners, 
though they have considerable influence at Court, ure in a small 
minority, and would be quite incapable of restraining the popular pas- 
sions if once they were let loose. The Emperor now proposes to con- 
tract a loan, and it is remarkable that he has had recourse to the foreign 
Consuls with the object of raising the money in Europe. It is said 
that the negotiations are advancing favourably, and that some English 
and French banking-houses have expressed their readiness to undertake 
the loan. What security is to be offered to them does not appear, but 
the correspondent of the Awe thinks it certain that the greater part 
ot the amount will be applied to warlike purposes. The fleet eapecially 
is to be enlarged and woproved. The Emperor has issued orders for 
the construction of ten new ironclads, but the Chinese treasury is at 
present incapable of providing the necessary funds for this purpose. 
Cannon and other war material have been ordered of the firm of 
Krupp, in Essen. A German vessel, the /sscn, has arrived at Shanghai 
with a number of cast-steel guns, mitrailleuses, and arms for the in- 
fantry. The correspondent adds that the Japanese Government is also 
making great efforts tu improve its armaments, which are even inferior 
to those of China. Five thousand Martini rifles have heen ordered of 
a house at Birmingham, which supplics the Mikado with war material 
as the firm of Krupp dves the Emperor of China. 


CHINESE BIRDS IN THE ZOOLOGICAL GARDENS. 

In the course of an interesting article in the Vaidy News of January 
Gth, entitled “A Winter Visit tu the Zoological Gardens,” Mr. Frank 
Buckland, the well-known naturalist, observes :— 

As regards the birds the losses have been few, if any. Sportsmen will 
be interested to know which birds are hardy and which are not. The 
beautiful Crossoptilon from Northern China, the pheasant who wears 
lovely whiskers each side of his eyes, does not mind the cold at all, 
coming from a naturally cold climate. This bird is very tame, and 
promised some time ago to become a farm-yard bird : but having ored 
to the third generation they generally die off. Mr. Bartlett thinks the 
reason of this is, in their native home they migrate and change food at 
different times of the year. Lady Amberst’s pheasants also do well, 


being hardy. They come from Northern China. This bird) crosses 


frecly with the gold pheasant, producing a bird of azuazing Leauty : 
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and, unlike ‘hybrids or mules, the offspring are as fertile as their 
parents. By this beautiful cross, therefore, 1 new race of the most 
beautiful pheasants in the world has been produced. There is a very 
beautiful and interestmg bird, in excellent health—it is Stanley's 
jungle fowl ; its homeis Ceylon. These birds are worth £50 per pair. 
A collector, who did not know the value of them, procured seven of 
them alive at Trincomalee ; not knowing the value he had them cooked 


for dinner—rather an expensive feed, three and a half pairs of fowls at |’ 


the price of £175. One would have supposed that this bird coming 
from Ceylon would require heat, but they belong to the mountains, 
which are cold ‘and damp. There are only three species of white 
storks known in the world—the European, the Japanese, and the South 
American. These are all represented in the Gardens. The Japanese 
stork is of a white calour, while the other two have got dirty with the 
London smoke. 





™ BURNING OF THE STEAMER “ JAPAN.’’—The following particulars of this 
disaster are taken from the New York Tribune :— The crew was made up 
of Chinese, Americans, and Europeans. There were eight cabin passen- 
gers, five of whom were bound for Yokohama, Japan, and the other 
three for Hong Kong, China. The latter three persons were named F. 
W. Crocker, P. M. Tindell, and Mary Slott. There were 442 steerage 
passengers, of whom 424 were Chinese. The Japan cleared from San 
Francisco with 973 tons of freight, the greater part being flour, but it is 
not yet known how large a part of this cargo may have been discharged 
at Yokohama. All the steerage passengers, it is known, had taken 
passage for Hong Kong. In addition to passengers and freight 
the Japan took out $350,000 in treasure, and the United States 
mails for Japan and Eastern Asia. Yokohama was reached in safety 
December 10, aftera run of twenty-five days across the Pacific, and the 
five passengers referred to above, together with a large amount of 
freight, were discharged at this port. Despatches received by the com- 
pany in this city announced all on board as well, and the vessel in good 
order, After the usual delay at Yokohama, the Japan set out for Hong 
Kong, six days’ sail to the south-west. <A part of the route is by the 
inland Sea of Japan, but the last four days of the voyage. are through 
the more dangerous waters of the Chinese coast. In the trip the 
Chinese coast is geierally made some distance to the north of Hong 
Kong, the rest of the course being laid close to the coast. At the time 
of the disaster the vessel had passed Swatow, and was not far from 140 
miles from Hong Kong. The Japan was a three-masted barque- 
rigged vessel, built by William H. H. Webb, at Greenpoint, L.I., 
aud was 362 feet in length, 50 feet in width, 31 feet-in depth, 
and 20 feet in draught. Her frame was built of white oak, 
with galvanised iron fastenings, and iron strapped on the frames; 
pattern old style; her engines being constructed with a walk- 
ing beam. The steamer was technically three-decked, and had a tonnage, 
full measurement, of 4,352 tons, of which 1,450 tons were used up by 
coal bunkers, and 2,100 devoted to freight. The cabin accommodated 
150 passengers, and 1,200 steerage passengers could be stowed between 
decks, though she never carried this number. She was rated as A 14, but 
was very slow, not making more than six or eight knots an hour. She 
was worth at the time of her loss about $150,000, for which amount 
she is insured in English and French companies. She was one of five 
ships built by the company in 1867, at an aggregate cost of $6,000,000, 
to ply on the China and Japan branch of the service. Only two of 
these eteamers are now running. These are the (reat Republie and 
the China. 


CapTaIn Giacomo MERELLO, of the Genoa Rubattino Company, has 
published a panphlet in which he expounds at length the details of a 
new route from Bombay to Aden during the south-west monsoon 
months. Instead of following the course to the south, laid down in 
Taylor's chart of the Arabian Sea, Merello turned his vessel’s head 
northward, and by tacking got within 100 miles of the Arabian Coast, 
from whence he made direct for Aden, and arrived thither in ten days’ 
time. This he claims as a great discovery, inasmuch as it is only forty- 
five miles longer than the direct line, whereas the southern route is 
485 miles longer. But as a matter of fact, the route adverted to has 
been known and often followed during the last fifteen years by the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company’s steamers. It is not invariably ad- 
hered to, however, as the greater force of the monsoon in those more 
northern latitudes means a larger consumption of coal, more wear and 
tear to the veasel, and slower progress. Were these points more fully 
’ considered in Captain Merello’s pamphlet, the advantages of his route 
would not appear so striking. 


Youna JAPAN IN AMERICA.—A Japanese boy, about twelve years 
oid, turned up a few weeks ago at a Milwaukee police station. His 
history, when it came out, showed that he had been at one time in the 
employ of the Rev. Mr. Newman, of Waukesha, who was a missionary 
to Japan, and who lately returned home. The Japanese boy became 
so much attached to his master that he secreted himself on the steamer 
which brought the missionary to America, and, finally discovering him- 
self, was taken under Mr. Newman’s charge. A sbort residence in the 
United States suited the young Jap., and when his patron proposed to 
return to his missionary field the boy, in order to study more tho- 
roughly American institutions, concluded to run away. Hence it came 
that the youth finally brought up in Milwaukee, and subsequently in a 
police station. He is a resolute, manly little fellow, and full of hope, 
though not speaking Enghsh “ belly wellec.” His name is Catt, and 
it is safe to say that, whatever may happen to him, he is tolerably 
certain to fall on his feet. 


Marine Disasters.—To the Editor of the London and China Tele- 
graph. Sir,—I have read with much interest the article in your last 
issue, headed “Marine Disasters, &c., in 1874,” and especially that por- 
tion with more immediate reference to the trade with the Far East. 
You must have inadvertently fallen into an error by not having in- 
cluded the Antenor and Agamemnon in your list of serious accidents— 
having some ships in the same not worse off than they were, and 
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others having had much less serious accidents. I might not have 
noticed the omissions had you not mentioned the immunity from any 
serious accidents to the Ocean Steamship Company, which, although 
better off than some of their neighbours, has net been so free frum 
accidents as put forth by you.—Yours faithfully, A Constayt READER. 


PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY. 


The Committee on Ways and Means will soon transfer the 
Pacific Mail investigation to New York, where miteria]l and evidence 
will be 1nore accessible for the examination of some of the allegations. 
The books of the Pacific Mail Company will receive particular attention, 
and New York witnesses will be heard with less expense and delay 
than if the committee remained here. Irwin was not able to-day, so 
his physicians say, to be taken before the House. It is now sowwewhat 
duubtful if a quorum will be in the city to-morrow, as leave of absence 
has been to-day granted fifty members, and many left without leave 
last night. In case he cannot be brought before the House, he will not, 
of course, have to answer till the 5th of next month. It makes com- 
paratively little difference, so far as the purpeses of the investigation 
are concerned, what course is now taken with Irwin, as he has tuid the 
committeeall he will. Heisalready making his arrangements to live under 
duress the remainder of the session. The committee must Jock to other 
witnesses for further developments, and there is no want vf names of 
persons to subpoena. The Pacific Mail people have pretty much given 
up the hope of the continuance of the subsidy, though they would pro- 
bably not make such an admission publicly. 


Dec. 23.—Irwin was not well enough to-day to be taken before the 
bar of the House. The adjournment of Congress, therefore. leaves 
him in the custody of the Serjeant-at-Arms, who will be responsible 
for his safe-keeping. He will remain at his hotel under guard, as he 
has been ever since he came here, although there is probably not the 
slightest intention on his part to escape. The committee will pursue 
the investigation to the furthest limit. There seems to be consider- 
able doubt of the committee gaining any advantage’ by going to New 
York. 

A meeting of the full committee was called to-day to hear the testi- 
mony of Mr. Parsons, but he was absent, by reason of the death of a re- 
lative. His friends represent him as anxious to testify, and say he will 
swear he had only $2,000 or $3,000, which he received from Stockwell 
for usual proper legal services. 


The Ways and Means Committee this morning adopted the following 
order :— 


Ordered,—That a sub-committee consisting of Mr. Burchard, Chair- 
man, and Messrs. Kasson, Beck, Niblack, Wood, and Dawes, and such 
other members of the committee as may be able to attend, are hereby 
authorised to proceed to New York City tu take testimony in the 
matter of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company's subsidy, under the 
resolution of the House of Representatives, in the following words :— 


Resolved,—That the Committee of Ways and Means, in prosecuting 
the pending investigation into the expenditure of money in procuring 
the passage of the subsidy for the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, may 
bold sessions either by full committee or by sub-committee in the city 
ef New York, with the same powers as those now exercised by the 
committee in such investigation in the city of Washington. 


The following is the concluding portion of the testimony before the 
cominittee on ways and means of James D. Smith, a director of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, at the time the subsidy question was 
pending befure Congress, extracted from the official report :-— 


By Mr. Kaason—After the subsidy measure passed was there no 
cominunication made to the executive committee or board of expenses 
by the agency at Washington! A. There never was any. 


Q. By Mr. Stockwell—Or any one else? A. Never, sir. It never was 
mentioned to the board at all, and I did not bear of it until a good 
many months afterwards. 


Q. You never heard of any voucher among the papers presented to 
any officer of the company, touching the agency disbursements con- 
nected with Washington ? A. I never did, sir. 


By Mr. Kelley—When was your attention first called to this 
subject of the alleged expenditure for the procurement of the subsidy ? 
A. I cannot state the exact time, but it was months after we were dis- 
cussing with some of the largest stockholders what we should better do 
with it, and the first I ever knew of the matter I heard of it publicly 
on the street, that there had been alarge amount expended, and I went 
to look into it, and it became a question before the board that some- 
body should look into it and see who was accountable for it. I forget 
the exact date, but the resolution would show. 


Q. State the question that arose among you. A. ‘Well, it came out 
upon the street that Mr. Stockwell had spent very large amounts of the 
company's money in some way in obtaining the subsidy, but the date I 
can’t now recollect. 


Q. About what date? A. About eight or nine months, I think,—a 
good while afterwards, any way. 

Q. Well, what was the question that arose among you ? Was itas to 
how the money had been expended, or what? A. I think that the first 
shape it took was to refer the facts to the counsel of the company to see 
what we should do to hold whoever had spent the money to a legal ac- 
count, so that we should proceed ina regular, orderly, and legitimate 
manner. 

Q. Then the sum total claimed to have been expended in that way 
was & surprise to the board of directors? A. Utterly and entirely so to 
every man of them. I have talked to every man of them, and there was 
not one of them that ever dreamed of it. 


THE LONDON AND 
CEYLON. 


(DAILY TELEGRAPH.) 

There are two points in the next year's official programme of Mr. 
Gregory which have es y led us to notice his address to the Coun- 
cil, because they illustrate that great branch of good government— 
forethought for the future. In his rapid visits of inspection during 
the time when famine was anticipated his Excellency witnessed fur 
himself those vast regions of the island which have fallen out of cul- 
tivation and become void of people, because the mighty works of the 
old Buddhist Sovereigns have been so neglected. The ancient Mo- 
narchs of Kandy were “every inch” Kings, so far as irrigation was 
concerned. They knew that their subjects depended upon paddy, that 
paddy depended upon water, and that water depended upon bunds and 
tanks ; they accordingly dug tanks and built bunds, which in the hey- 
day of Cingalese prosperity must have been monumenta worthy to 
compare with anything that the Romans ever constructed. Even the 
ruins of their noble labours are still stupendous, and when they were 
perfect, the rains, augmented by the abundant forests, were preserved 
in scores of such artificial lakes, thence to be distributed during the 
dry season, so that whole districts were kept green and fruitful. In 
those days the population became immense, and produced so much 
foodstuffs that Southern India was largely fed from Manaar and Trin- 
comalee ; nor can it be doubted that, with the restoration of sume 
only of the principal tanks, Ceylon will pot merely cease to import 
paddy from Bengal, but once again export rice and similar crops. To 
this iznportant duty Mr. Gregory is earnestly devoting himself. He has, 
however, done better than reconstruct some of the grand old waterworks 
—he has got the Cingalese to understand and help him. By avoiding the 
blunder too often perpetrated in India of coupling the new irrigation 
scheme with a fresh tax, his Excellency has induced the villages to 
work with him, and we rend already of thirty-seven ancient tanks thus 
cleaned and re If the system gves on as well as it begins, Mr. 
Gregory calculates that he will have from 120 to 150 tanks set in order 
per annum, thirty or forty of which can be provided with sluices by 
the Gov ernment ; and at this rate the fields so long dry will soon be 
once more watered. The pearls fished up upon Aripo bank are not so 
valuable in India and Ceylon as those natural diamonds of the rain 
and dew drops which for all these many years have been suffered to 
run to waste. It is true that to build the Royal Waterworks anew is 
not the same thing as repeopling the deserted land and recultivating 
the barren fields and forests. But population will certainly come 

where water runs. Southern India and Bengal are overcharged with | 
people, who will flock into the island as the rice-growth once more ex- 
tends ; and, indeed, already the influx of Malabar and Madras covlies | 
is only limited by the supply of paddy in the coluny. Huts and vil- 
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lages grow out of Eastern svil as if magic seed had been sown there | 


wherever a new supply of water is afforded ; the population will be , 
forthcoming as soon as the irrigation is ready. 

But there is another thing to restore before we can hope to bring 
Ceylon back to her old glories of fertility. Mr. Gregory has found this , 
out too. He has seen how shamefully the natives and the planters to- 
pegs have abused the free forest rights and timber licences which had 

n too long granted ; and by a stern and timely ukase, he has put a 
stop to this wanton destruction of the Cingalese woodlands. The ad- 
dress says : “ It isan unpleasant statement to make, but the truth must 
be told, that Ceylon is almost denuded of its most valuable timber in 
all accessible places, and that but little is left elaewhere. It is now the 
unanimous view of the Government Agents and of the Foresters that ° 
no more licences to fell in the reserved forests should be given. The 
Government coincide in this vpinion, and no felling licences will be 
issued for the future in such forests. The Forester will supervise 
the cutting of the timber he is likely to dispose of, and will have it 
removed to depots where it will be sold in open market at upset 
prices. No replanting of the reserved forests will be attempted ; 
it would be impossible to undertake such a gigantic work, except 
at an enormons expense, and with every probability of failure. 
Nature must be left to repair the ravages of man, and it will 


be the duty of the Forester each year to go over a certain fresh | 


tract of reserved forest, and clear all valuable saplings within it from 
the pressure of the adjacent jungle. Once above the low thick scrub, 
they will be able to take care of themselves, and in half a century the 
island will come into the inheritance of large tracts stocked with valu- 
able timber.” This sagacious step has saved the island, we believe ; 
for not only timber supply, but climate, health, and agriculture had 
been sacrificed to the insane extirpation of timber trees. It has long 
been the custom, under a suicidal system known as chena, to burn off 
whole tracts of excellent young and old trees, in order to obtain a 
Single year's crop upon the ashes. After this was reaped, low scrub 
and rank jungle took the place of the timber, breeding malaria, ob- 
structing ventilation, and diminishing the rainfall. The waste of natural 
wealth i in this way was vast, but the damage done to the island by 
“rushing” chena crops has been too great to mensure. It was, in 
truth, the goose and the golden eggs over again on a scale of universal 
lunacy and avarice ; but though previous rulers saw the magnitude of 
the evil, Mr. Gre gory has been the first to stop it abruptly. Only let 
this most senaible law be well enforced, and in less than the fifty years 
named in his address, Ceylon will get back the splendid forest trees of 
which neglect and cupidity have robbed her, and, with the shade and 
drainage which they impart, she will further gain back her population 
and her rich spreading crops, with that climate which used to make 
her wooded uplands the theme of joyous hymns. Further, Mr. Gre- 
gory is planting the teak tree in the fair island, and encouraging tea, 
oocua, cardamoms, black pepper, and vanilla, besides the cinnamon, 
chinchona, and coffee already so successful. This, to our minds, is the 
‘way in which a tropical colony should be managed, and there is, indeed, 
many a disforested land near and far which might usefully take a leaf 
from Mr. Gregory’s book. In Ceylon, where the powers of nature are 
80 quick, the good result of the forest law will soon be witnessed, and 
all the pearls of Ormuz added to those of Aripo would not prove 
half so profitable as this one piece of eagacity added to beneficence.

THE SURPLUS CHINESE FUND. 
(NEW YORK TIMES.)

There is one omission in the President's Measage—now nearly for- 
gotten—which is rather remarkable, and to which we hesitate to call 
attention, lest in the possible improvidence (to use a mild word) of the 
next three months there may be, in technical phrase, “ dilapidation.” 
The Message refers to Oriental matters twice. In our judgment the 
President generalises too much when he affirms that all the Chinese 
male immigrants to this country are cvvlies, and all the women pros- 
titutes ; but we shall not quarrel with him on this head, happily re- 
mote from us in every relation. He refers quite in detail to the 
Japanese indemnity, and evidently favours the honest policy of resto- 
ration ; but not a word as to the surplus Chinese fund, which has been 
accumulating in the hands of successive Secretaries of State for the 
last fourteea years. Its stury is not a new one, and has this interest, 
that the duty we deduce from the facts of the case is precisely the 
reverse of that we urge as to Japan. The Shanghai Convention 
of 1858 provided for the liquidation of all claims of citizens of 
the United States, and the Chinese agreed to pay, by the issue of 
debentures, receivable for duties on imports, the sum of five hun- 
dred thousand tuels, equivalent to seven hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars. The American Minister estimated the claims at a 
larger figure, but proposed in the event of there remaining a balance 
after the adjudication of the claims to refund it. To this the Chinese 
peremptorily objected. They wished to make a clean thing of it, to 
reduce the amount to as low a figure as possible and to have no future 
reclamations of any sort. The amount was finally determined at seven 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, the American negotiator taking no 
little risk, the nominal amount of his countrymen’s claims exceeding & 
million. The debentures were issued and realised, and it is noteworthy 
that this created no charge on the Imperial Treasury, but was charge- 
able on the custom-houses where duties on American and other foreign 
| imposts were collected. A commission of American citizens adjudicated 
the claims and ascertained the amount to be less than four hundred 
thousand dollars, leaving a balance in hand of rather over three hun- 
| dred thousand dollars. For a long time this amount was retained 
in China, on perfect security, paying a high rate of interest. 
In one of his many freaks Mr. Seward ordered it to be remitted 
‘to this country. It is now invested in Government loans in 
the name of the Secretary of State, and with its accumulation 
‘amounts to a very large suui—not far, we should imagine, from seven 
' hundred thousand dollars. It is nut in the Treasury, though why it 
has not been transferred’ there it is not easy to say. Iv is clearly and 
equitably our property. If the adjudicated claims had exceeded the 
amount paid the loss would have been ours. There have been from 
| time to time feeble suggestions as tu what should be done with this 
“surplus. One of Mr. Summer's crotchets was (buried, we sincorely 
trust, in his grave} to return it to the Chinese. This would do no 
| good ; ner would the Chinese, in their intense and characteristic dis- 
| trust, touch a penny of it. Another is to use it as the endowment of 
@ missionary (Protestant, of course,) college at Peking—-than which a 
| huger and more fruitless job, a job, tov, at the antipudes—cannot well 
| be imagined. A far inore resonable plan is tu apply it to commercial 
purposes—as it was from trade the fund was created—lighthouses and 
| lightboats, of which there is, or recently was, but one from Hong Kong 
! to Asiatic Russia. Our inclination is to take the simple course of turn- 
ing it over intu the Treasury, first taking care that all honest-mercan- 
‘ tile claims anterior to the treaty should be liquidated in full. The 
| fewer of these ontside trust funds there are the better. 


GERMANY.

Although the German Parliament is still making holiday, but will 
meet for the despatch of business in a few days, lively negotiations 
| have been going on all the time between the Parliamentary Committee 
and the Bundesrath onthe subject of the conversion cf the Bank of 
Prussia into a National German Bank, and as the Government are now 
fully convinced that public feeling is very decidedly in favour of the 
measure, and that it is most desirable to settle the question with as 
little delay as possible, concessions have been made on both sides to 
come toan amicable understanding, and pass the Bill during the short 
remainder of the Session, which is nut expected to last more than a 
fortnight longer, after which the Prussian Chambers will meet, as their 
consent to any alteration in the constitution of the Bank of Prussia— 
which is partly a State institution and its affairs administered by officials 
appointed by the Prussian Government—is absvlutely required by law. 
As the case now stands, it is propused to reorganise the Bank asa private 
institution, and the capital—120 millions of reichsmarks, just double what 
it has hitherto been—to be raised in shares subscribed for by private ca- 
pitalists, but to be managed as heretofure by Government employés. 
There appears, however, tu be an important item in the arrangement 
still to be settled, as the Committce of Twenty-one require the ap- 
pointment of a Board of Control to be nominated by the shareholders, 
with a consultative voice in fixing the rate of interest and other mat- 
ters affecting the proaperity of the country, of which, from their prac- 
tical knowledge of financial and commercial concerns, they are better 
able to give a practical and decisive opinion than mere bureaucrats, 
however gifted and experienced they may be. 


After much delay and many difficulties that had to be encountered 
and surmounted, chiefly from the inexperience of the 120 workmen 
employed, our new Mintof Hamburg is now in working order, and 
commenced operations before Christmas by striking off a number of 
gold ten-mark pieces, which are annually required at this season of the 


| 
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year by bankers, merchants, and other principals as presents to their 
clerks, book-keepers and others in their employ. The coins show very 
creditable workmanship ; and are strictly in accorcgance with the new 
Currency Act. so that they will pass all over Germany at their full nomi- 
nal value. On the obverse side is the Hamburg coat of arms—the 
castle with three towers in a shield supported by two rampant lions— 
and on the reverse the same legend a3 the coins made at the other Ger- 
man mints. The Mint mark is the letter I. 

The new coinage came into general use on New Year's Day all over 
Germany, with the exception of Bavaria and Wurtemberg, which States 
have elected to postpone the innovation for a year longer, and this is 
much to be deplored, as it tends to aislead foreigners and induce them 
incorrectly to believe that the unity of Germany is, after all, not so 
perfect as it pretends to be. Great confusion and misunderstandings 
follow asa natural consequence, and the price of everything has risen 
in consequence. In all cases where the Governments have the right 
of control, they have altered their tariff of charges in accordance with 
stipulations of the law ; but amongst the public generally great battles 
are fought daily between buyers and sellers, and, [ need scarcely add, 
‘are always decided in favour of the latter. The tramway and the 
omnibus companies here, which last year carried more than six mil- 
lions of passengers, have taken advantage of the absence of Government 
-control to raise their fares fifteen to twenty per cent. Public-houses, 
. 8hopkeepers, and refreshment rooms charge now still higher prices for 
their commodities, and there is a general ery out, and the people | 
belicve they are imposed on. Lut all this is very natural, and was to 
be expected. By-and-by things will all find their level. 

At the special general meeting of the shareholders of the Anglo- 
Deutsche Bank of Hamburg the questions at issue were disposed of 
very quietly and ina satisfactory manner by a compromise involving 
concessions on both sides. The repurt of the directors was much more 
favourable than was expected. Having been printed and distributed a |

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
AMSTERDAM, JAN. 6. 
The storm of indignation caused by the appointment of Mr. Van 
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| Harderwyk to Java 1,818 subaltern officers and soldiers. 
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Lansberge as Governor-General of our East India colonies has for the 
moment abated. Professor Vreede continues to attack the Ministry, 
and is doing all he can toinduce the King to annul the appoint- 
ment and to give the vacant seat at Buitenzorg to Mr. Keuchenius, an 
idea which finds little favour amongst the Liberals, who prefer even 
the Catholic diplomate to the anti-revolutionary lawyer. The dismissal 
of Mr. Loudon has had already a most important consequence, that is 
if the rumour iscorrect which states that General Verapyck would cease 
to object to his being appointed Commander-in-Chief of the army m 
our East India colonies, and that the appointment will be gazetted 
shortly. It seems that the Cabinet has arrived at the conviction that 
it has become necessary to operate against the Atchinese with more 
energy than has hitherto been displayed. The English residents in the 
Straits Settlements have complained much of the losses they have sus- 
tained by the fact that the coasts of Atchin are blockaded. Till now the 
English Cabinet had not taken much notice of these murmurings, but 
notice has at last been given that things cannot be allowed to remain 
as they are. Though I cannot guarantee its truth, I have reason to be- 
lieve that the report is well-founded. I need not add that General 
Verspyck will adopt quite a different policy to that of General Van 
Swieten, and he will give the Atchinese “hard nuts to crack.” In fact, 
he is just the man to continue our policy of “ blood and iron” in that 
part of the East Indian Archipelago. You will remember that this 
same General declined to accept the command while Mr. Loudon re- 
mained Governor-(Greneral. As I stated in my last letter, Mr. Van Lans- 
berge will start by the steamer Voormraarts about the 15th of February. 
Lientenant-colonel C..M. J. W. Rynen has been appointed his adjutant. 
We are, of course, anxiously waiting for the re-assembling of the First 
Chamber, the Minister of the Colonial Department having stated in his 
reply to the section report—which in general was very friendly towards 
the Cabinet—that he is ready to furnish all information with reference 
to the dismissal of Mr. London. 

I regret to state that our eminent author, Mr. Potgieter, is very 
seriously ill from bronchitis. It is feared that the result will be fatal. 

Mer. J. Heykamp, who was elected Archbishop of our Old Catholics, 
has not yet decided whether he will accept the appointment. 

Mr. Heemskerk, our Premier, has made a fiarco by declining to grant 
a few feet of States territory in the Hague, which was asked for in 
order to erect a monument to commemorate our illustrivus statesman, 
Mr. Thorbecke. In several towns of our northern provinces meetings 
have been held to protest against the Minister's decision, and addresses 
will be forwarded to the King requesting his Majesty to annul the 
same. The small town of Zwolle, the birth-place of Mr. Thorbecke, claims 
the honour of erecting the statue there. 

‘The action of the Ministry in sending subaltern officers over the 
country to enrol volunteers for our East India army is severely criti- 
cised by the Liberal papers. It is a scandal, the Arvhemeche Courant 
says, and the want of soldiers must be very great to justify such an 
extreme measure. During the year 1874 there were despatched from 
Amongst 
them were 1,165 Dutchmen, 187 Germans, 251 Swiss, 177 Belgians, 
76 Frenchmen, &c. Ina few days a detachment of marines will leave 
Nieuwe Diep for Java. 

Statistics have been published about the voyages of the several 
steamers plying between Holland and Java during the year 1874. 
Forty-eight steamers left our harbours, and fifty-eight left Java for 
Holland. 

The King has declined to accept the silver cadeau which the Dutch 
children intended to offer him, in commemoration of the 12th of May, 
1874. He is quite content with the medel in plaster, and proposes to 
the committee to add the sum in cash to the fund for invalids. 

In the course vf this month General Van Swieten will be presented 
with a gold cup, which ia something more substantial after the many 
addresses which have been forwarded to him, and to which the poor 
General has had the trouble to answer. 

The Rev. E. C. Severs of Leyden has accepted the appointment of 
Director of the Seminary in the neighbourhood of Batavia. 

On the 28th of December the inauguration of the monument on the 
grave of the late Mr. P. H. B. Motké took place at Thorn. 

I regret to record the death of the ex-Minister of the Naval Depart- 
ment, Mr. A. J. de Smit van den Broecke ; he died on the first of 
January. 

The old fortress of Grave, on the frontiers of Germany, is shortly to 
be dismantled. 

In our commercial circles the usual dulness attendant upon this 
period of the year prevails. The traders are occupied with making up 
their balances. At the Bourse the Spanish coup d'état caused much 
business and enormous transactions in Spanish Bonds at rapidly 
advancing prices. Perhaps the investors are of opinion that the youth- 
ful King knows how tv pacify his kingdom, and how tu make payments 
out of an empty treasury. From official statistics I perceive that in the 
course of last year the prices of the shares of the East India Trading 
Bank went up 11 per cent., those of the Steamship Company Nederland 
25 per cent. ; and those of the Dutch India Railway Company 20 per 
cent. The prices of dividends of the Trading Company went down to 
£.22. The project to establish here a Dutch American Bank with a 
capital of 1@ millions has not been successful.

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COFFEE LEAF DISEASE. 

THE coffee industry of Java is of such great importance, 
both to that island and the parent country, that we feel 
justified in offering a few remarks on what has proved a 
very serious matter in Brazil, Ceylon, and Southern India, 
and may, we know not when or how, visit the coffee estates 
of Java;we allude to the coffee leaf disease, the Hemileia 
vestatrir of botanists. This pest was first observed in Cey- 
lon about a dozen years ago, but its ravages, although 
serious in results, were so limited in extent, that little at- 
tention was paid to it at the time, and for some years 
afterwards it was mentioned as something scarcely worthy 
of notice. It was not until a fresh, a more vigorous, and 
a more extended outbreak of the disease took place in 
several of the coffee districts of Ceylon in 1870 and 1871 
that the matter engaged the serious consideration of 

lanters, and was finally brought under the notice of the 

lanters’ Association. It has since those dates been as- 
certained beyond question, that although the pest does not 
usually kill the trees attacked, it destroys much of their 
vitality, denudesthem of their leaves, and proves detrimental 
to the quantity and quality of the after crops. This pest 
is a species of fungus, and makes its appearance chiefly on 
the leaves in the shape of rusty orange-coloured spots, at 
first being of a palish green, deepening and changing to 


rusty colour as the fungoid development progresses. It 


was at first supposed to bean inherent constitutional disease, | 


diffused through the sap of the plant ; but careful micro- 
scopical examinations have shown the fallacy of this view, 
and it is now beyond a doubt that the fungus is commu- 
nicated from one plant to the other by means of its spores, 
which have been shown capable of being absorbed into the 
stomata of the more tender leaves. This being the case, 
there is, of course, no limit to its propagation, so long as 
there are any fresh coffee trees to be attacked by it. It has 
been ascertained that trees recovering for a time from ite 
attacks have been again subjected toa fresh outbreak of the 
disease. Itis beyond question also thatoldand impoverished 
trees suffer more from its attacks than young and healthy 
trees, and that a course of manuring by stall refuse helps the 
suffering trees through their troubles. The matter is re- 
garded so seriously by the local authorities that, acting on 
their suggestion, the Foreign-office have caused circulars 
to be issued to all British Consuls in coffee-producing 
countries, calling their attention to the symptoms of this 
pest, and requesting information in regard to its appear- 
ance in any of those countries. In this way information 
will in all probability be obtained from Brazil, where 
coffee plantations suffered from the attacks of this disease 
some years ago, but where it is, we believe, no longer a 
cause of alarm. The use of sulphur on the leaves of the 
plant has been suggested, but this can hardly be practic- 
able to any large extent, and we are rather inclined to 
hope for relief in another direction. Mr. THWAITES, the 
director of the Botanical Gardens in Ceylon, in his official 
report to the local government on this subject, says :— 
‘“‘ Upon a careful inspection of the spots of orange-coloured 
“ spores, it may be observed that on most of them a mi- 
“‘ nute red maggot is feeding on the spores. Sometimes 
‘“‘ these little maggots are very numerous, and it could be 
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‘“‘ wished they were still more so, and that thus the fungus 
“ spores might be altogether consumed, and the propaga- 
“tion of this terrible pest arrested.” It would seem, 
therefore, that coffee planters must look to the entomo- 
logist rather than to the botanist for aid against the foe ; 
and this reminds us that last year there was in Paris a 
Congress of Entomologists, who exhibited every description 
of enemy of fruit trees, as well as of such insects as 
preyed upon those enemies, and it might be well if our 
Government turned to that quarter for information. At any 
rate, our friends in Java will do well to keep a watchful 
eye upon any appearance of rust spots on their coffee trees. 





THE JAPANESE GOVERNMENT AND THE MINT. 

From the comparatively short notice given by the Japan- 
ese Government of its intention not to renew the Oriental 
Bank Corporation contract with the English officials, it is 
most probable that. it will make some compromise with 
regard to the working management of the Mint. If the 
Government wishes to continue its issue of a coinage which 
is to be considered trustworthy by foreigners it must re- 
tain its foreign staff at nearly its present strength, but it is 
showing a total disregard for the requirements of foreign 
trade if it determines to dispense with a great part of the 
Minting machinery and appliances. Any change in the 
management of the Mint will be attended with loss of credit, 
while the Japanese people will have their confidence in the 
coinage weakencd considerably by the knowledge that 
foreign superintendence has been dispensed with. As the 
plant of the Mint is of the quality required for the produc- 
tion of a standard gold and silver coinage, it is much more 
expensive than would be necessary for subsidiary silver and 
copper coins, and if used only for the production of such 
pieces, as it must be in the hands of Japanese, it will re 
present a much lower value than its cost. No doubt the 
Japanese cculd conduct a Mint for local currency on a much 
more economical scale than their present stately and effi- 
cient establishment, and it is to be regretted that the enter- 
prise was entered upon without a due consideration of its 
permanent value. Allowing that the termination of the 
English contract has been brought about through motives 
of economy, it is nevertheless a very short-sighted policy, 
and is evidence of a want of judgment on the part of the 
Japanese Government, which will in all probability be pro- 
ductive of evil results.

HINDOOISM AND BUDDHISM. 

A RATHER curious discussion has been going on in the 
Ceylon newspapers in reference to the blending of certain 
portions of Hindoo worship with the Buddhism of Ceylon. 
The question was originally raised in connection with the 
grants of certain tracts ot land made by various native 
sovereigns of Ceylon for the support of temples for Hindoo 
worship. It is maintained by certain persons that these 
lands should be sequestered, and their proceeds devoted to 
educational purposes, as not falling within the meaning of 
the Sinhalese religion which the British Government un- 
dertook to protect and maintain in its convention with the 
Kandian chiets in 1815, when the Central Provinces were 
ceded to it. One of the local papers, the Observer, goes so 
far as to assert that Hinduism is neither more nor less than 
devil worship ; a statement which is ridiculed by Professor 
CHILDERS in a letter to that journal, who terms it “a stu- 
pendous misnomer.” According to one statement put for- 
ward by certain petitioners, and which we believe to he a 
correct view, the Malabar Kings of Kandy, though pro- 
fessing Buddhism as a matter of policy, “ gradually built 
“ temples to their favourite gods, and endowed those tem- 
“ ples with rich and extensive domains.” Alluding to this 
statement, the Ceylun Times says this version is incorrect, 
“for there is historic evidence to show that Dewale 
“worship was in existence as a part of Budd- 
‘“hism long before the era of the Malabar invasion. 
“In fact, it seems much more probable that Budd- 
“hism was engrafted upon Dewale worship, and that 
“this amalgamation was tolerated, if not recognised, by 
“the earlier Sinhalese monarchs.” The editor then pro-

We hear also 
that a portion of the emoluments enjoyed by General 
COLBORNE’S predecessors has been cut off, so that alto- 
gether he has been most unjustly treated. Of the policy 
pursued by Lord CARNARVON there is another instance just 
recorded at Melbourne, where Sir GEORGE BOWEN has ap- 
pointed the Chief Justice interim Governor during his 
absence. 


THE accounts which have appeared in our last few issues 
with reference to what has been very properly called the 
“ Pacific Mail Scandal” are not calculated to convey fa- 
vourable impressions of a high state of political or com- 
mercial morality across the Atlantic. While admittin 
that our own moral tone is not quite so high as it shoul 
be, we venture to affirm that the state of things which has 
brought about the Pacific Mail investigation could not 
exist in England. The statements mace as to the manner 
in which the subsidy was obtained call for a thorough and 
searching examination into the truth, and now that the 
scene of the inquiry is to be New York we may expect 
that this inquiry will be made. It is all important that’ 
we should know whether Mr. IRWIN is as black as he. is 
painted by interested parties, or whether powerful rivals 
are doing all in their power to crush the Company, that 
they may organise another undertaking out of its ruins. 





CONSIDERABLE anxiety exists as to the European pas- 
sengers who were on board the Pacific Mail Company’s 
steamer Japan when the calamity happened to her which 
resulted in so much loss of life. It has-been reported that 
Mr. HERBERT PRAED, M.P., and several English gentle- 
men were on board.at the time of her destruction, but it 
will relieve the anxiety of their friends when we state, 
that as Mr. PRAED and his fellow travellers were bound 
for Shanghai, and the Japan did not call at that port, they 
were not among her passengers. The Japun had landed 
her passengers, mails, &c., at Yokohama, and was on her 
way to Hong Kong when burnt—about 100 miles off.

The History of rhe a Vol. If. 1865—1871. Completing the 
work. By F. O. Apams, F.R.G.S., formerly H.B.M.’s 


Chargé d’Affaires and Secretary of Legation at Yedo. Lon- 


don : Henry S. King and Co. 1875. 


The first volume of this work, which we noticed some eight 
months ago, brought the history of Japan down to the close of 
1864, at which period one of the persons concerned in the murder 
of Major Baldwin and Lieut. Bird had been arrested ; and the 
opening chapter of this volume describes the retributive pro- 
ceedings in that sad affair. During the year 1865 the Sh6gun’s 
Government determined to pay an indemnity rather than open 
Shimonoseki to foreigners, and after considerable difficulty the 
Emperor's sanction to the treaties with foreign Powers was pro- 
cured on condition that Hiogo should not be opened to trade. 
In the following year the Shogun Iyémochi died, and the war 
with Chdshiu was brought to an end. On Jan. 6, 1867, Keiki 
(Hitotsttbashi), the head of the Tokugawa family, reluctantly 
accepted the office of Shégun, and three or four weeks after- 
wards the Mikado died, and was succeeded by his son, under 
whose auspices such vast changes have been inaugurated in 
Japan. Mr. Adams gives interesting details of the events of 
this year, and the most notable, as foreshadowing coming changes, 
is the letter from the ex-Prince of Tosa to the Shégun, in which 
he observes :—“ It appears to me that although the government 
and penal laws have been administered by the military class 
ever since the Middle Ages, yet since the arrival of foreigners we 
have been squabbling amongst ourselves, aud much public dis- 
cussion has been excited. The cause of this lies in the fact 
that the administration proceeds from two centres, and because 
the Eipire’s ears and eyes are turned in two directions. The 
march of events has brought about a revolution, and the old 
system can no longer obstinately be persevered in. You should 
restore the governing power into the hands of the Sovereign, 
&c.” This advice he accepted on Nov. 9, but he afterwards 
changed his mind, with the consequences that are well known to 
all our readers. The years 1X68 and 1869 were probably the 
most important and eventful through which the Japanese Em- 
pire has ever passed, and they have left an indelible mark in the 
annals of the country. In a brief notice like the present it 
would be impossible to trace out in detail the course of events, 
and we therefore content ourselves with quoting Mr. Adams’ 
concise statement of their results. ‘The year 1865,” he says, 
“was for Japan a year of eventful changes ; the Shégunate was 
destroyed, the governing power was restored to the Mikado, 
and after a civil war of some months’ duration the Imperial 
arms had triumphed, and his Majesty was installed before the 
end of the year inthe castle at Yedo. In 1869 the work of recon- 
struction was fairly commenced, the daimios offered up the lists of 
their possessions and men to the Sovereign ; their very name, as 
well as that of the Court nobles or kugés, was abolished, and they 
became governors of their furmer principalities under his Ma- 
jesty. ‘This was the commencement of the attempt to cousoli- 
date the Empire into one strong central Government, with the 
Mikado, who had emerged from his obscurity and isolation, as 
the one visible head.” During these two years Mr. Adams 
duly chronicles the opening of Hiogo, Osaka, Niigata, and Yedo, 
and also the visit of ER AL. the Duke of Edinburgh. The year 
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1870 was not marked by such startling events as its immediate 
predecessors ; peace prevailed, and it was evident that great 
changes were coming over the nation. The Japanese, says our 
author, were beginning to cast their old skin; they were dis- 
carding Chinese learning, and the civilisation which they had 
mostly borrowed from their neighbours, and, with their quick, 
volatile natures, they were becoming attracted to the civilisation 
of their foreign allies ; even the Mikado himself was atfected by 
the changes, In 1871 much work was done towards the conso- 
lidation of the new order of things ; the Japanese left for foreign 
countries in considerable numbers, in order to study their man- 
ners and customs ; an ofticially-inspired newspaper was estab- 
lished at Yedo, under the name of Shimbun Zasshi; and im- 
portant changes were effected in the internal administration of 
the Empire. During this year a very noteworthy pamphlet ap- 
peared, advocating Christianity, and an Embassy under Iwakura 
was despatched to the United States and Europe. Its main 
object is believed to have been to obtain from the Treaty Powers 
the abolition of the extra-territorial rights of foreigners, and in 
that it naturally failed, for Japan is not yet sufficiently civilised 
to merit that concession. She is only just emerging from the 
feudal system, and hitherto the only real law has been the 
sword. Of civil law, adds Mr. Adams, there is little, and the 
criminal procedure has been tainted with cruelty and rendered 
infamous by the application of torture. In support of his view 
he cites several instances, which, we think, incontestably prove 
that the Japanese are not yet fit to be trusted with any control 
over the persons and property of foreigners. Our author, who 
is undoubtedly a good authority on the subject, considers that 
too much indiscriminate praise has been lavished on the Japanese 
for their wild eagerness to adopt the civilisation and customs of 
the West, and in conclusion he gives them very sensible advice, 
in the words of the Italian proverb, “ Chi ra piano va sano.” 
Rome, they must remember, was not built in a day. 

Mr. Adams gives us a good map of Japan (excepting Yezo) 
divided into sen, and a useful glossary of Japanese terms. He 
also supplements his work with three papers on Education, on 
Morality and Decency, and on Geography, the first of which is 
taken from the columns of the Japun Jail, and the last from a 
paper read by Mr. Satow before the Japan Branch of the Asiatic 
Society in March, 1873. To that gentleman he is again, as in 
the first volume, under considerable obligations for valuable 
aid and assistance, and he has also drawn freely, perhaps too 
freely, on the Ainsé Shiriaku and our Japan contemporaries. In 
concluding our notice of this volume we thank Mr. Adams for 
his “ History of Japan,” from the perusal of which we can 
safely affirm that we have derived both profit and pleasure. 





The Geographical Magazine contains a remarkable account of 
the journey of the Chinese traveller Chang Te-Hui from Peking 
to the summer residence of the Prince Kublai in Western Mon- 
golia, in the year a.p. 1248. It is translated from the Russian 
version of F. Palladius by Eugene Schuyler. The papers on the 
“‘ Survey of Lake Tanganyika” and the “ Mineral Wealth of 
Central Asia as bearing on Russian Progress” are very interest- 
ing. The January number is quite up to the usual standard. 


The Gentleman’s Maguzine begins the year with two new tales, 
one of which, “ Dear Lady Disdain,” is from the pen of Justin 
M‘Carthy, and the other, “ Al Lyn Sahib,” is by Frank Percival. 
Mr. Archibald Forbes contributes a paper on “ The Lucknow of 
To-Day,” and there is a very useful chapter on “ Municipal 
Reform for London.” The brief memoir of Tom Hood by Mr. 
Lucy is not the least interesting feature of the number, which is 
a very excellent one. 


The Anti-Slarery Reporter for January contains correspondence 
from the directors of the British Indian Steam Navigation Com- 
pany upon the subject of the Zanzibar slave trade ; from the 
Secretary of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society upon 
the Red Sea slave trade ; from Earl Derby on the Macao 
coolie trade ; and from the Foreign-office on the treaty between 
China and Peru. 


The January number of .{7¢ contains some excellent illustra- 
trations,—the “ Courtyard of the Dilligence,” by J. G. Vibert, 
“ Portrait Bust of the late J. H. Foley, R.A.,” and “ Beggared,” 
by Mrs. F. A. Hopkins, being all beautifully executed. The 
Art notes and gossip are as entertaining as usual. 











CHINESE PIRATES.—THE “SPARK” TRAGEDY. 
—o— 

The Times publishes the following correspondence between 
Lord Derby and Mr. Mundy on the subject of the Spark 
Tragedy :— 

My Lorp,—I shall most probably not be presuming on the truth in 
saying that your Lordship has received some account, official or other- 
wise, of the recent piratical outrage on the Canton River. As I per- 
sonally have the misfortune to be most materially concerned in that 
occurrence, your Lordship will, I hope, excuse me trespassing on your 
valuable time. My reasons for so doing I will here endeavour to state 
with the greatest brevity that the facts will admit of. In the fray 
that ensued on board the Spark I was so desperately wounded that [ 
do not exaggerate in saying that my recovery is miraculous; but 
although I have to a great extent recovered from those wounds, my 
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nervous system received such a shock that the doctors have interdicted 
my return to China for ever. May I explain to your Lordship what that 
verdict means to me? I was specially educated and specially trained 
from my earliest childhood for a career as a Chinese tea merchant. I 
started on that career with a sufficiently brilliant prospect. The one 
moment life appeared to me in its most glowing colours and almost in 
the next moment it became a blank. And why? Because travelling in 
a country with which we are on friendly terms I fell into the hands of 
men, outcasts from all law. With blighted hopes and impaired health, I 
have returned to my native land—my whole career ruined, and no other 
prospect before me. I have, indeed, had some slight hope revived in 
me on being toldthat I have one chance left, which lies in my nation- 
ality. I have been told that England doves not permit the weakest and 
most insignificant of her subjects to be touched with impunity. Ihave 
been told that as I was assaulted in Chinese waters by Chinese subjects 
that Government is responsible to me for the actions of her subjects, and 
for this object and with this hope I appeal to your Lordsbip for that 
assistance and aid in the furtherance of any jurt claim that I believe I 
am entitled to. I make this appeal with the more confidence as I am 
convinced that the honour and safety of any British subject could not 
be placed in hands more zealous for his welfare than in those of your 
Lordship.—I have the honour to be your Lordship’s most obedient 
humble servant, W. W. Munpy. 

The Right Hon. the Farl of Derby. 

Sir,—I am directed by the Earl of Derby to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the 27th ult., requesting his lordship’s assistance in 
preferring a claim on your behalf against the Chinese Government on 
account of the injuries sustained by you in the piratical attack on the 
Spark, and Iam to state tv you that while his Lordship regrets tu learn 
that those injuries have had so disastrous an effect on your prospects 
in life, and sympathises with you on the suffering which you under- 
went, he does not feel justified in asking the Chinese Government to 
compensate you for acts perpetrated in their waters by malefactors 
whom they appear to have taken all the means in their power to detect 
and punish.—I am, Sir, your most obedient humble servant,

My Lord,—You will not be surprised at my protesting against your 
decision to decline my application for assistance in prosecuting a claim 
against the Chinese Government, as that decision must exercise a most 
unfavourable influence on my chances of success. May I presume to 
ask your Lordship to reconsider it for the following reasons :—Your 
Lordship, while kindly sympathising with me in my misfortune, states 
that as the Chinese Government did everything in their power—after 
the outrage, I add—to capture and punish the malefactors, you consider 
that those endeavours were sufficient to exonerate them from any 
further liability. If this were a question with a civilised Power, with 
a Power who it was generally recognised used every effort and took 
every precaution that whatavever travelled in her territory should do so 
in perfect safety, I grant that such steps would be the only satisfac- 
tion that could be demanded at her hands. But this is a case 
totally dissimilar. The most ardent admirer of Chinese institu- 
tions must confess that they are somewhat antagonistic to civili- 
sation. It is a notorious fact that in no country with which 
Englishmen have so many commercial relations as they have 
with China is locomotion, or even habitation, attended with more diff- 
culty or danger. After the last war things did, indeed, improve ; but 
for years acts of piracy have been of frequent occurrence on the Canton 
River.—of late 80 much so that, at the request of the English merchants, 
the Admiralty were about to station a gunboat in the river for the pro- 
tection of our commerce. The Chinese Government, I submit, showed 
clearly no right to be treated as a civilised Power by neglecting to take 
any precaution whatever to put a stop to these disgraceful occurrences. 
The Spark outrage only differed from the ordinary piracy in the blood- 
shed and the fact of an Englishman being wounded. Then, indeed, 
the Chinese officials awuke to a sense of their responsibility and sent 
out an edict requiring the capture of the pirates, who, of course, were 
caught and punished with death. But, my iord, [ assert that the 
Chinese Government's liability did not cease with this er post facto 
awakening of consciencee—may I not say awakening of apprehension ? 
—and that, as they wilfully neglected, and have done so for years, to 
take any measures that would have rendered the perpetration of 
such a crime impossible, they are liable for all the consequences result- 
ing from their want of foresight and from their disregard of interna- 
tional obligations. The Japanese Government. which certainly can be 
favourably compared with the Chinese, the other day paid a heavy in- 
demnity to an Englishman wounded in the streets of Yokohama, 
although it was proved that the would-be assassin was a maniac. Of 
course, he was also executed ; but your Lordship's argument in my 
case, if applied to his, would be that the Japanese were not responsible. 
For these reasons, I appeal to your Lordship to re-consider your deci- 
sion ; and I am content to rest my claim on its legal merits. I should 
regret more than I can find words to convey being compelled to appeal 
to public opinion to judge my cause; but, my Lord, if your decision be 
una'terable, what other alternative shall I have left ‘—I have the 
honour to be your Lordship’s most obedient humble servant,

With reference to the above correspondence The Times print 
the subjoined leading article :— 

On the 22nd of last August the Canton River was the scene of a 
terrible outrage. A small steamer, with a mixed crew, under the con- 
mand of an American captain, conveying goods and passengers from 
Canton to Macao, was attacked and boarded by Chinese pirates ; the 
vessel was plundered, and all who had attempted to defend her were 
killed or disabled by their assailants. It does not appear in the narta- 
tive of the occurrence that any resistance was offered by the majority 
of the crew or passengers. The captain and one or two of the ship’s 
officers did all in their power, and they were juined heartily by the 
only European passenger on board. But they were svon overcome by 
superior numbers ; and the pirates, having thus made good their foot- 
ing, took possession of the vessel, collected all the booty they could lay 
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their hands on, and retreated with it on board a friendly junk, leaving 
the steamer with her helm broken and for every reason unable to follow 
them in tueir flight. Weare not aware whether any claims for damages 
have been advanced against the Chinese Governinent by the owners 
of the plundered vessel or by the injured members of her crew. A 
very striking description of the one-sided conflict has made the solitary 
European passenger, Mr. W. W. Mundy, an English merchant, who 
seems to have fought as bravely as any, well-known already to our 
readers. Mr. Mundy, who was certainly one of the chief sufferers, 
has requested the aid of our Foreign Secretary to compel the pay- 
ment to him of an indemnity. He remains still so disabled from 
the effect of the wounds he received last August that he has no pros- 
pect of being able to go on with his busineas. His career as a merchant 
is at an end, and it is by no fault of his own that it has been thus 
abruptly terminated. The outrage of which he complains was com- 
mitted in open day, on Chinese waters. on a highway of commerce re- 
gularly traversed both by native and foreign vessels, and under cireum- 
stances which seem to argue very great remissness or neglect of duty on 
the part of the Chinese authorities. He looks, therefore. to the Chinese 
Government to give him reparation for the unlawful acts of their own 
subjects ; and his demand, it must be admitted, is very far from being 
unprecedented. Larger claims have before now been made with much 
less rengon to justify them, and the existenc2 of piracy on the Chinese 
coasts can be so directly traced to the want of due measures of re- 
pression that the Government may itself be held answerable for evil 
deeds which it has done sv little tu discourage. Lord Derby, however, 
has declined to aid Mr. Mundy in his claim, on the ground that the 
Chinese Government has since the event done all it could to detect and 
punish the offenders, and has thus discharged sufticiently its obligations 
aaa friendly Power. The injured man, however, is nut satisfied with 
this refusal or with the reasons assigned for it, and he has therefore 
appealed in our columns tu the judgment of his countrymen against 
the adverse decision of the Foreign Secretary. 

It may be as well, before we express any opinion of our own, to see 
what arguments could be employed by the Chinese Government in sup- 
port of its own irresponsibility. It would have, we may be sure, a good 
deal more to say foritself than Lord Derby has urged on its behalf. 
“We aresincerely sorry for what has happened,” would, we could imagine, 
be the words of the advocate ofthe Celestial Empire, “and we shall have 
the utmost pleasure in inflicting proper punishment for it. if we can 
succeed in tracing out the offenders. Every man shall be bastinadoed 
to death, or impaled or tortured out of existence iu uny manner you 
may suggest, though we may be permitted to doubt whether you can 
enlighten the ingenuity of our prison authorities on these points. Cer- 
tainly there has been no complicity on our part. Thus much, indeed, 
you dv not even venture to allege. On the contrary, theacts by which 
you have suffered were in direct defiance of our laws and in spite of 
such efforts as we have made to prevent them; though we must, of 
course, admit that these have not been sufficient. Our own people, in 
fact, are even more frequently than yourselves the sufferers by these 
outrages, and it is not within our power to extend to them or to others 
as effectual a protection as we could wish. This piracy, too, which 
seems to be the present ground of your complaint, has been very much 
assisted by your own former policy. You have tied our hands in 
a thousand ways, have dune much to prevent us from bringing 
offenders to justice, and have even extended a protection to them of 
which they have not been slow to avail themselves. We might not 
under any circumstances have been able to maintain everywhere in our 
vast dominions an absolutely efficient police, but we have been checked 
and thwarted by yourselves in such endeavours as we have made, and 
if you now suffer from the absence of native law, you suffer from a 
etate of things for which you are very largely answerable. We must 
add, too, that we really did not invite your presence or voluntdéer you 
a safe-conduct on the Canton River, or any other spot within our pre- 
sumed jurisdiction. You have pushed yourselves in not only unasked, 
but directly contrary to our wishes, and you have done so with a full 
knowledge beforehand of the dangers to which you would be exposing 
yourselves. You come here, not for our benefit, but for your own, and 
you must take your chance in what way the uncertain venture may 
turn out. We should like also to ask whether you are ready to assume 
for yourselves theresponsibility you attempt to force upon us. We admit 
freely our own shortcomings, and make the best defence we can for them. 
But are there no faults of the kind in yourown country? Are the open 
atreets of your great cities much safer than our open waters? And if 
they are not, to whose neglect must it be ascribed ; and do you recog- 
nise the duty of making pecuniary compensation for the consequences ? 
Suppose one of our people had been almost kicked to death in England, 
as we hear your people sometimes are. Should we hear anything of the 
obligation incumbent on you of inaking due provision for the sufferer ? 
And yet in truth the case would be a much stronger one than you can 
bring forward against us. A Chinese subject in England would be 
compelled to submit wholly to the laws of the country, while you re- 
fuse to be bound by any rules we can impoze, and claim a protection 
from us for which you render us no corresponding obedience. You 


have, we well know, your fits of generosity sometimes, though we have. 


— not been fortunate enough to meet you while they are upon you. 
ou might, in the case we are supposing, do something by private sub- 
scription, though we do not hear, by-the-bye, that you have yet done so 
‘in at least one case in which it might faily have been expected. 
as for a demand onthe public exchequer in payment of indemnity toa 
Chinese subject who had been wounded or robbed by Englishmen, you 
well know that you would never for aninstant hear of it, but would 

leave the victim, in your own convincing phrascology, to take his remedy 
at law—a remedy of which, if he were wise, he would not be very for- 
ward to avail himself. If you insist on an indemnity, we shall, of course. 
pay it, forwe know too well the consequences of refusing your demands. 
Butas for the justice of the case, we are sure that upon a review of the 
whole evidence the decision would ve against you, in the opinion at least 
of any unbiassed neutral to whose judgment it might be submitted.”

are a statement of facts sufficient certainly to show that the case for com- 
pensation 1s not as clearly and undoubtedly just as some of our readers 
might at first sight suppose it to be. Rather the question is a most 
difficult one, since in whatever way it may be settled we must be care- 
ful neither to admit a bad precedent tv our own loss nor to establish 
bad law in order to meet a single individual hardship. It is clear that 
if we were dealing with a civilised Government we should have no 
standing ground whatever, and should resist any similar claim which 
might be urged against us. Nor when an uncivilised Power is concerned 
ia the matter very different. It is pretty well recognised that it is at 
their own peril our subjects remove themselves from our own imme- 
diate protection, whatever may be the motives that lead them forth. 
Whether it be the legitimate pursuit of commerce or the desire to 
benefit others, it must still be followed at the risk of those who leave 
ux, and the danger must be taken into account beforehand. If we do 
in any case more than we promise—if we make now and then an ex- 
ception to our rule of non-interference, it is not taken to give our 
people at large any general right to expect the same favour. We may 
have no seruple in doing all we can tu protect our countrymen or to 
punish their assailants in any quarter of the globe, but our etfurts in 
this direction are limited by convenience, and it would be in the 
highest degree undesirable to recognise the universal duty of protect- 
ing British merchants or missionaries in every new position into which 
they may be pleased to thrust themselves. But for all that we are in- 
clined to think that our Government, if it should finally consent to 
interfere in support of Mr. Mundy's claim, would be adopting 
no novel policy nor a course which would appear to the 
Chinese Government violent or unjust. China, it must be re- 
membered, though not a civilised Power, is yet very far indeed 
from barbarous. She has a regular Government, with which we have 
entered into permanent relations and have made Treaties, and with 
which, therefore, we can deal as the representative of the whole people. 
Though such a State cannot claim the full inmunity which the great 
nations of Europe extend by courtesy to each other, neither, on the 
other hand, can it evade responsibility on the same grounds as a tribe 
of savages whom it is almost impossible for us to reach, and with 
whom it would be useless to attempt to hold any diplomatic inter- 
course. There is no reasonable doubt that the Chinese Local Govern- 
ments have been very much to blame for their practical sanction of 
piracy ; and though they may fa‘rly retort upon us that we have our- 
selves done much to encourage the practice of which we now complain, 
yet all this is so entirely a thing of the past that it affords no excuse 
whatever to the Chinese for their present systematic neglect of duty. 
It is to the interest of themselves that their rulers should be forced to 
be more vigilant, and we may reasonably demand that those who have 
virtually refused to put duwn piracy shall be held responsible for ita con- 
sequences.

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MANCHESTER WARES. 

The Times, in a lament over the degeneracy of the Manchester trade, 
has the following :—In the “ good old days ’’—that is, using the word 
“ood " inthe sense of something large, settled, and comfortable— 
there was, as a general rule, one class of middlemen between the Lan- 
cashire manufacturers and the exporters, as also between the manu- 
facturers and the importers of the raw material. One class we 
muy call it, though divided by locality and circumstances into two— 
the merchants at Manchester, and the Manchester warehousemen 
in London. We remember it being repeatedly stated that ships 
freighted with immense and valuable cargoes of Manchester goods left 
this country for India, China, and the Colonies, having on board men 
who went out on the speculation of buying the goods under their 


feet at the port of consignment and bringing them home again. 
The long-established houses reaped their full shure of the immense 
facilities which steam and electricity have lately given tv the world. 
They were in possession, they were ready for the new harvest ; they had 
their organisation, their connections, their knowledge and experience. 
This réyime of big people has held its ground with obstinacy, and is 
only slowly yielding it to inferior, but persistent and irresistible suc- 
cessors. The whales, the tritons, and other monsters of the Manchester 
deep are one by one disappearing from the Exchange, and the minnows 
are taking their place. It isa crowd of brokers, commission agents, 
servants, and the motley representatives, not now of two great classes 
of buyers and sellers, but of every kind of person who has to do with 
the Manchester trade. As everybody can now find a broker or an 
agent ready to do everything he may want, so by the proper use of this 
agency everybody can be everything, and that at no very great cost 
or risk. The charges for brokerage are now so reduced as no longer 
to deter from a speculation promising only a very moderate profit. 
Thus the whole trade, in every part and stage, is thrown open to 
everybody, and resolved thto the very atoms of the commercial system. 
One result, we are told, is that the ordinary profits are reduced to the 
lowest, and are only to be obtained by the closest calculation, extend- 
ing to every ingredient of manufacture and every element in the pro- 
ceas of production, collection, and transmission. No doubt this is likely 
enough to ensue from unlimited competition by people with hardly so 
much as a character at stake. But the complaint of great frauds in 
the manufacture and making-up of Manchester yoods, only discover- 
able at the foreign port, isa very old story. It dates further back than 
' the opening of the market and the irruption of small people. Anytime 
‘ this century there have been scandalous reports of the flimsy, dressed- 
' up, shiny rubbish supplied to the West Indian, South American, and 
| even East Indian markets. No doubt, however, the smaller the man, 

the smaller his means and agencies, the smaller his professional acquaint- 

ance with the subject, and the smaller his hopes of gains, the greater 

will be the chance, not to say certainty, of a very worthless result so 


Now, we must allow in all candour that there is not one of these | far as the unhappy consumer is concerned. 
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The Produce Markets re-opened on the 4th inst., after the 
Christmas recess, with the same quiet tone prevalent at the close 
of last year, and most of the leading articles remain in a languid 
and drooping state. Tea and Silk are quiet. Sugar is dull, 
especially fine qualities, brown being steady. A further slight 
advance in Coffee has been lost at the close, and an uncertain 
feeling prevails, Rice has continued in good request, and prices 
are again higher. Extensive supplies were brought forward at 
the auctions of Spices, &c., yesterday, and a general flatness pre- 
vailed; both Black and White Pepper declined nearly 3d. per Ib. 
Other articles show no alteration. ae 


TEA. 

Since the holidays a considerable amount of Tea has beenoffered by 
private contract, but business has only been on a moderate acale, prices 
showing but little alteration. Sales have been chiefly in fair to good 
medium black-leaf Congous from 1s. 14d. to 1s, 5d. Kaisow kinds re- 
main as befure. New-made Congous have been dull of sale. Oolongs 
and Souchongs show no alteration. Scented Teas : Canton Pekoes and 
Orange Pekoes have been freely offered, but only the finer kinds have 
met with much attention, common to medium being very difficult to 
move. In Foochow kinds but little has been done. Green Teas re- 
inain dull of sale ; a public sale of 6,234 packages took place on the 
6th inst., chiefly Canton Scented Teas, which sold at the previous low 
rates.

With reference to the condition of the market during the past year 
Mesars. Arthur Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—The statistics of the 
year again show some considerable changes—the chief features being 
the falling off in Imports of nearly 6,000,000 lbs., the increase in home 
consumption of about 5,500,000 lbs., and a falling off in Exports of 
about 2,250,000 lbs., the stock showing the large decrease of 11,250,000 
lbs. The quantity afloat on the other hand is larger, owing to the very 
early closing of the season in China. The result of the season’s opera- 
tions so far has on the whole not been good, for although in many in- 
stances there have been fair profits realised, yet the losses on Canton 
Teas early in the seazon, especially Scented Capers, also on Green Teas, 
have more than neutralised them. The market has been wonderfully 
steady during the year, in face of so large and early an export from 
China, and the trade and exporters have absorbed so large a portion of 
the supplies that jimporters have been enabled to hold the balance of 
their stocks with great firmness, and as the total exports from China 
and India for the season will not much more than equal our deliveries, 
there is reason to look fora fair business for the remainder of the season. 
The quality of the Black-leaf Congous of the first crop was on the 
whole about equal to that of the previous year, some of the finest Ning 
Chows being of a very superior quality, and realising extreme prices for 
export. The second crop was hardly equal to last year, but the third 
crop proved much as before. Foo Chow kinds showed noimprovement 
on last year, but owing to moderate prices on this side they found a 
reidy sale. Pak Lin kinds were inferior, both in leaf and quality, but 
exporters took them readily at gradually hardening prices. The early 
arrivals of Canton District Congou were decidedly below the average 
of previous years, both in make and flavour, and resulted unfavourably ; 
the supply of common tw fair has been large, and prices have ruled at a 
low figure. Souchongs have been much the same as the previous year, 
very few really fine Teas now coming tohand. Qolongs: The For- 
moga kinds have been inferior to last year, the Kokew kinds much as 
before ; they have been dull of sale throughout. : 

Messrs. Shepard and Co.’s Annual Circular says the course of the 
Tea market the past year has been uneventful, save in consequences of 
the Adulteration Act ; there is the usual satisfactory increase in deli- 
veries for home comsumption ; exports exhibit a small decrease, which 
is partly due to the depression of trade in the United States, and lower 
prices in New York than in the London market for Green Teas. Home 
demand has continued on good to fine qualities of Congou, which have 
supported a fair and pretty steady range of prices, the policy of buyers 
being more and more against holding heavy stocks. There was a brief 
speculative demand fur useful to medium kinds in April, when some 
30,000 packages were settled, but though the immediate effect was to ad- 
vance prices 4d. to 1d. per lb., the bulk of these Teas were subsequently 
cleared off at about 2d. discount. A reduced supply of black leaf dust, and 
red leaf dust, siftings, and broken leaf, caused an important advance 
in these descriptions ; it is, however, a fact that common and useful 
grades of Congou, more especially red leafs, contain an excessive pro- 
portion of dust and broken leaf this seaaon. Exporters secured, we 
mnay say, the entire supply of extra and curiv fine Ningchow Congous, 
1874-5 import—purchases estimated at 8,000 half-chests, at 28. 8d. to 
38. 3d. per 1b.—prices wholly beyond the reach of buyers fur home 
use. Packling Congous also in favour with shippers, closing rates 
showing 3d. recovery from the lowest point of depression. Can- 
ton Scented Teas, and all Greens, with the exception of finest 
Moyune district, sold at irregular and very depressed prices through- 
vut the year; the risk attending their sale, through fear of prosecu- 
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tions under the Adulteration of Food Act, causing ruinously low 
rates to prevail; in the past six months, however, there has been 
a cessation of vexatious prosecutions, and the passing of this Act is 
matter for congratulation to the publie at large, who have benefited by 
its operation. The continued depression in value of average Greens is 
due in some measure to low prices in the New York market. Auction 
sales without reserve have Leen more generally availed of, especially in 
the case of Greens and Canton Scenteds; they undoubtedly interfere 
with business by private sale. but it is a moot point which system is 
most conducive to the Merchant's interest. The Canal route has ab- 
eorbed rather over three-fourths of the season’s supply from China ; it 
is increasingly popular, as Teas are received in better and safer condi- 
tion ; further, it is noticeable the last two seasons, tha; when Indian 
Teas arrive in quantity and prices become settled, demand for 
China Congous over Is. 9d. to 1s. 10d. per lb. slackens. The season is 
thought to have beenan unsatisfactory one to importers, and that mer- 
chants are fortunate who have escaped loss, notwithstanding a very low 
and favourable rate of exchange on this country ; if so, the result is due 
to tuohigh cost in China rather than to low prices on this side. With the 
increasing competition in business ; it would seem as if merchants, in a 
general way,can only vperate on chance ofa mere commission, theold scale 
profits on produce being utterly impracticable nowadays. Quality of 
Black-leaf, season 1874-75—some exceptionally fine Ningchows, which 
made very high prices, other grades hardly up to an average, many 
useful to medium Teas showing extra dust and broken leaf. Oonfa 
kind, though rough and mixed in leaf, has proved specially marketable. 
Red-leaf or Kaisow : Medium to finest Teas, good in quality and liked 
by the Trade; grades from 1s. 4d. tv 1s. 8d. have hardened the last 
few months, stocks being light ; coramon to fair grades, much mixed with 
dust, and prices under last year’s. Packlings much as previous season, 
but owing toa strongexport demand the last quarter, prices experienced 
asharp advance ; the loss of the Canton, with a considerable quantity of 
first crop leaf, assisting the advance. Chingwo district Teas preferable 
to last year’s and to this season Packlings, so a range uf 3d. per lb. over 
the currencies of 1873. 


SILK. 

The current prices of China Silk are 12s. 3d. to 138. for common tu 
good No, 5, 15s. 6d. for Blue Elephant, 16s. 6d. for Ku Kee Chin Jan, 
and 19s. tu 19s. 6d. for best chop No. 3, or from 2s. to 3s. under the 
quotations on Ist January, 1874. Taysaams are in lesa enquiry at 11s. 
to 15s. for Kahing common to best, and 10s. 6d. to 11s. for 9-12 Moss. 
There is an excess of common qualities over good Silk as compared with 
this time last year. The total stock of China Silk is 30,703 bales, against 
28,223 on Ist January, 1874. Canton Silk : Stocks are small ; 5,123 
bales, against 8,074, and expected supplies for the renfainder of the sea- 
son also small; quotations are hardly current at 11s. 6d. for market 
No. 4 Tsatlees, and 17s. for best curio Loong Kongs ; it is remarkable 
that no good or fine Tsatlees have arrived this season. This Silk is much 
affected at all times by the prices ruling for the lower descriptions of 
Taysaams, and tu some extent also by common Tsatlees. The present 
values cf Cunton Silk areabout 1s. over the lowest moment last August. 
Japan Silk is very seriously interfered with by the abundant crops of 
medium and common European Silks, and the more so, as_ the quality 
is decidedly inferior ; prices are unsettled. Stocks are 5,520 bales, 
against 6,787 last year. Deliveries 1st to 6th inst., inclusive :—China, 
603 bales ; Canton, 76 bales ; Japan, 233 bales ; total, 912 bales. 

Messrs. Durant and Co.'s Circular says :—In our annual statement 
of stock imports and deliveries of Silk the figures approximate so 
closely in their aggregates to those of last year as to be almost curi- 
ously identical. The importations show a diminution of only 1 per 
cent., the increase in China Silk being sufficient to counterbalance the 
deticiency in other classes, while the deliveries show a diminution of 
something less than 3 per cent. Ther again the stock, supplemented 
as it was by the heavy arrivals of last month, comes within 5 per 
cent. of the stock of last year. It may be interesting to know that 
the arrivals of China Silk will be very small in the next month, the 
scttlements both for England and the Cuntinent having, as reported 
by telegraph, almost ceased during November and the early part of 
December. Such is the result of the year 1874 of which we might 
fairly write in the very words in which we wrote of ita predecessor 
1873 as “trying and unsatisfactory, nut to say disastrous almost beyond 
precedent.” For the depreciation has been almost as great, speaking 
generally 20 to 25 per cent., and the uncertainty as to the future 
scarcely less decided. But there is this great difference—we finished 
the year 1873 with a general feeling of depression, we commence 1875 
with a general feeling of hopefulness and a fairamount of confidence— 
itself a large element in producing a favourable result. Confidence 
that prices must really have reached the lowest, although there is no 
reason to doubt a continued abundant supply of the raw material such 
as will tax all existing mills and looms tu the utmost to work up, and 
hopefulness that the theory of low prices never failing to produce ex~ 
tended consumptiun will be realised in the present instance. It is true 
that thus far there is little evidence of this increased consumption 
having actually commenced, but there are symptoms that it is approach- 
ing. The course of prices during the first eight months of the year 
was almost continually downward ; one little exception there was 
in the month of March, when speculation appeared for a short time, 
and an improvement of 18. was established, but that svon vanished, 
and prices again continued to fall till the end of August, and the first 
arrivals of new Silk found us at our lowest point—fully 20 to 25 per 
cent. under the prices of January. In October we had a rally of Is. to 
28., but a large portion of this was again lost in November and the 
early part of December. Dealers and throwsters have suffered severely 
—continually forced sales by auction without reserve, and yet still 
leaving large accumulation to be realised. Manufacturers may have 
escaped loss as in 1873, but can scarcely have done well. All through 
the year the demand for their goods was very limited, and the largely 
increased importations from the Continent, showing that America was 
again a very limited customer, must have expused them to a severe 
competition. On the other hand, they have managed to relieve them- 
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selves to sume extent by an increased export, showing that in some 
things at least and in some markets they can compete successfully with 
fhe foreigner. 


Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw and Cv.’s Circular says the past year has 
sen a further gradual decline in the value of Silk, and brought with 
it only one or two spasmodic movements favourable to sellers; the 

‘turaing point in the downward movement caine somewhat unexpectedly 
at the end of August, after probably the most depressed month ever 
known in the Silk trade. Prices had then reached such a low point, 
that even with general gloom as to the future of demand, a few ope- 
rators stepped in, and the institution at that time, on a somewhat im- 
portant scale, of Public Sales “without reserve,” brought together a 
lurge attendance of buyers, both home and foreign, and established 
the low rates previously ruling ; this was the very lowest moment, and, 
ai we said before, the turning point, for considerable business resulted 
sluring the months of September and October, and at the end of the 
latter month another series of “without reserve” Public Sales 
passed off with great success at a general recovery of 2s. upon 
China Tsatlees; during these two months the total transactions 
were of great magnitude, manufacturers having bought very largely, 
and speculators also operating with much confidence ; quiet then set 
in, and has since continued, prices easing somewhat under the absence 
of general enquiry ; however, a slight improvement in demand has 
wzain begun to show itself, and prices are decidedly more in sellers’ 
favour than they were a monthagv. The new year opens surely witha 
fair prospect before it ; for prices are so low that it is impossible to be- 
lieve but that they must materially bring about more real consumption, 
although, as the experience of the past year has shown, this is not to be 
obtained all at once, and it is, we think, only prudent and wise to ex- 
pect improvement by easy stages only. As regards stocks and general 
supplies of Silk they are certainly large, but still less than they were 
this time last year. China Silk, however, is in heavy supply as com- 
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the market has been firm at £44 for fine Cochin, and 30 tonsa of Ceylon 
in pipes have been sold at £38, and some since at £37 15s.

it. Manufacturers, with rare exceptions, are full at work, both at home 
and abroad, and there is generally a more confident feeling as to the 
future ; the one thing wanted after all is an increased consumption, 
which can alone come from a return of fashion, and more universal 
demand for silk goods. It now remains to be seen when this improve- 
tment will show itself ina marked form, but with Silk at its present prices, 
and the ability of manufacturers to supply the various markets of the 
world with cheap goods, it is not improbable that the movement is not 
very far off. 


Messrs. Waithman, Hogg, and Co.'s Circular remarks :—The year 
under review, although not so disastrous as its predecessor, must have 
been a very unsatisfactory one to nearly all engaged in the Silk trade ; 
prices have undergone another serious decline, but without, to any 
extent, stimulating consumption, and the greatly-increased direct ship- 
ments to the Continent have materially interfered with our export 
trade. There have latterly not been wanting some indications of a 
change in fashion, favourable to Silk manufacturers, but the effect of 
this can only be felt in the future. To importers and dealers the year 
just closed must have resulted in heavy loss, owing to the great fall 
that has taken place in prices, but manufacturers are supposed tu have 
had a profitable year, the fall in goods not being in proportion to that 
in Silk. Throwsters lost heavily by their old stocks, although latterly 
no doubt they have reaped some benefit from the extremely low cost of 
the raw material. 

COFFEE. 


The improved tone noticed in our last report was prolonged during 
the holidays, and a further recovery of 2s. per cwt. was established for 
Plantation Ceylon, and 1s. to 1s. 6d. for ordinary kinds. At the re- 
opening of the market on the 4th inst. this advance was about sus- 
tained, but the arrival of steamers from Ceylon in rapid succession has 
since depressed the market, and larger supplies brought to auction have 
gone off flatly at declining prices. The closing quotations of Planta- 
tion are 4s. 6d. lower than on the 4th, and therefore 2s. 6d. below those 
given before the holidays. Native being in small supply has been less 
depressed, and although not maintaining the intermediate advance, 
prices are not lower than a fortnight ago. Foreign kindaare depressed.
